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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Hyung Sohn (Reg. No. 44,346) on 29 October 2003. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 18, line 7, —of the non-speckle interference fringe pattern— has been inserted after 
"image". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-33 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art discloses an apparatus and a method comprising the steps of: arranging an 
interferometer to form a speckled image, perturbing an optical path in the interferometer to form 
a new speckled image, and combining the speckled images. However, the prior art fails to teach 
or fairly suggest an apparatus and a method comprising the steps of: arranging an interferometer 
to form a non-speckled fringe pattern, perturbing an optical path in the interferometer to form a 
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new non-speckled fringe pattern, and combining the non-speckled fringe patterns to form a moire 
fringe pattern, as claimed.

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see page 13, line 17-23 through page 14, line 14, filed 14 August 
2003, with respect to claims 1-32 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection 
of claims 1-32 has been withdrawn. 

The examiner carefully reviewed applicant's arguments, and agreed with the applicant 
that Lulli et al. taught away from the claimed invention. Although Lulli et al. disclosed that a 
classical interference pattern (Fig. 2a) would be formed if the object (20) were a mirror instead 
of an object with a non-specular surface (column 3, lines 47-56), a different method would be 
required to analyze the geometric characteristics of the mirror (column 3, lines 57-60); there is 
no motivation for combining the non-speckled classical interference images. Therefore, the 
rejection of claims 1-32 has been withdrawn.
